What is the explanation. of this fact? 
Is it that we don’t want*the negroes here,

leaders of the mob know that they are put- - 


ting to death the only witnesses who could 
help them to a knowledge of the murderers 
at large, the number of them, and possibly 
their whereabouts; yet the lynching orgy 
goes on—proving well enough that the mob 
was not moved so much by the desire to serve 
justice in a rude and barbarous way, as by 
fhe utterly despicable, brutal impulse to go 
eut and kill a “lot o’ niggers,” because a 
white man and woman had been, murdered 


by negroes! 
Is the negro lynched in Mississippi because 
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when he has committed a crime it is hard 
to convict him of it—hard to convict him ina 
Mississippi court, before a Mississipp! Judge, 


part if not altogether of Mississipp’ white 
men? Hard in Mississippi to convict a negro, 
accused of crime, and send him to the farm, 
the penitentiary, or the gallows! Why, to 
think the thought even humorously were to 
trench upon the borderland of absurdity!
